Th ere was no indication, h ow­ 
ev er, th at th e committee h ad evi 
dence of new or recent mistreat­ 
ment of U. N. troops or of inci­ 
dents not reported a y ear or more 
ago in th e Korea conflict. 
Th e U. N. Command th en put 
th e number of atrocities in Korea 
at about 8 ,000. 
Th e committee’s report, coming 
after more th an a y ear’s inq uiry 
into th e Katy n Forest murders, 
laid th e guilt on Soviet Russia and 
recommended th at th e USSR be 
arraigned before th e World Court 
by th e U. N. General Assembly . 
It also asked th e President to 
lay its findings before th e U. N., 
and for th e United States delega­ 
tion to seek establish ment of „ 
U. N. international commission to 
inv estigate “oth er mass murders 
and crimes against h umanity .” 
Th e committee didn’t go into pro­ 
cedural details, and th ere appeared 
to be no way in wh ich th e Katy n 
massacre could be brough t before 
th e World Court. Russia h as nev­ 
er accepted th e jurisdiction of th e 
court in a case concerning h er. 
With out such acceptance, sh e could 
not be brough t in as a defendant. 
Th e Soviet Embassy h ad no com­ 
ment on th e report, oth er th an to 
point to a Soviet note of last Feb­ 
ruary declining an invitation for 
Russian witnesses to appear be­ 
fore th e committee. Th e note as­ 
serted th at a Russian commission 
h ad attributed th e massacre 
to 
Hitlerite criminals” and said th e 
congressional investigation was de­ 
signed to slander th e USSR. 
Both Russia and Nazi Germany 
accused th e oth er of responsibility 
for th e mass killings of th e 15,000 
Polish officers and intellectuals in 
th e forests near Smolensk.

British Superiority Complex Handicaps Allies 


Another Christmas At War 
* Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey recently used a 
phrase which explains how most of us feel 
about our fellow Americans who will spend this 
Christmas on guard in Korea and other dis­ 
tant lands. 
Gen. Hershey ask ed public appreciation for 
these men who bear a “disproportionate share 
of the responsibilities of citizenship.” That sums 
it up. Their share is heavier than ordinary. 
In the organization of any society, more stress 
will be laid on some members than on other 
members. 
These become “pillars” of the 
•ociety. In this era of violence, millions of 
Americans are being called on to bear re­ 
sponsibilities formerly unheard of. Who would 
have dreamed 10 years ago that in 1952 an 
American army would be spending its third 
consecutive Christmas in a place called Korea? 
The best that can be done to convey ap­ 
preciation to Americans bearing “disproportion­ 
ate shares of the responsibilities of citizen­ 
ship” is not good enough; there are some feel­ 
ings which cannot be properly expressed. But 
those who stafid armed guard over national 
security have a supreme priority on the grati­ 
tude of all their fellow citizens who serve in 
less responsible places. 


Accidents Will Happen 


The "world’s worst” airplane disaster will 
never be surpassed if the aviation industry and 
aviation’s friends in military and civilian life 
are smart. 
The 86 servicemen who were k illed in the 
crash of a giant plane at Moses Lak e, Wash , 
should be the last mass sacrifice to a fallacy 
which has died hard. 
It is the fallacy that flying calls for not much 
greater preparation than traveling on the 
ground or voyaging over water. Everything in 
the history of aviation disproves this. 
Safe flying has been the result of fantastic 
precautions in the servicing of equipment, train­ 
ing of pilots and conservative operation. Even 
then, a few accidents will happen. 
But many accidents will happen when the 
level of precautions is lowered, either through 
carelessness or the assumption that elaborate 
precautions are unnecessary. 
Many accidents have been happening, parti­ 
cularly to military planes. The “world’s worst” 
— 86 men k illed in one crash — won’t be the 
last. But it should mark a turning point away 
from the slack practices which must have 
caused this one and will cause others unless 
precautions are tightened up. 


The member of the British Labor 
party, who got up in the House of 
Commons the other day and said 
that the United States was a nice 
nation but so very young and “im­ 
mature” to be exercising world 
leadership, did not happen to k now 
it perhaps, but that’s the Commu­ 
nist “line” nowadays which is de­ 
signed to intensify friction between 
Britain and America. 
The Soviet Union has come to 
rely on some members of the Brit­ 
ish Labor party, practically the ex­ 
treme left wing, to belittle Ameri­ 
can policies and to maintain a 
sharp division of opinion, especial­ 
ly on Far Eastern matters. Mos­ 
cow k nows there isn’t much lik eli­ 
hood of a stern American policy 
in Korea as long as the British, by 
their luk e-warm attitude, k eep the 
U.N. dragging at the heels. 
The unhappy truth is that the 
United States has been forced into 
a position of world leadership, re­ 
luctantly and most unwillingly,-as 
a direct consequence of the de­ 
cline of the British position in Eu­ 
rope. 
Many Americans would be de­ 
lighted to see their troops and 
their navy permanently withdrawn 
from the historic British “spheres 
of influence” if the British only 
had an army and a fleet big enough 
to do the job. 
The most strik ing example of the 
effects of Britain’s loss of prestige 
in the world occurred recently in 
the Mediterranean. 
Not being able to maintain a 
navy of adequate szie as in pre­ 
vious years, the British have nev­ 
ertheless insisted on being award­ 
ed the privilege of choosing a high 
British naval officer to be com­ 
mander of the Allied Navies in the 
Mediterranean. 
This 
was 
impracticable, 
of 
coarse, from an operating stand­ 
point but so strong was the British 
insistence on such a setup that for 
many months now a deadlock on 
the question has persisted. 
First, an American naval officer 
became commander of all the 
Greek , Italian, Turk ish and French 
naval units in the Mediterranean, 
and together with the United States 
naval forces this constituted the 
Mediterranean fleet of the Allies. 
The British, however, refused to 
join the group command and it was 
Winston Churchill, prime minister, 
who k ept urging a combined fleet 
under a British admiral. 
The Greek , Italian, Turk ish and 
French forces preferred to be com­ 
manded by an American admiral 
because the latest types of ships 
and aircraft carriers are in the 
United States Navy. But London 
stood firmly against the plan, and 


British naval forces have operated 
for months now as a separate com­ 
mand. 
The situation has just been com­ 
pletely reversed to please the Brit­ 
ish and give them all the prestige 
possible that goes with the com­ 
mand of an Allied Mediterranean 
fleet. The latter comprises Greek , 
Italian, French, Turk ish and Brit­ 
ish naval forces, and Admiral 
Mountbatten of the British Navy is 
the commander-in-chief. But the 
U.S. Fleet in that area operates 
as an independent unit because it 
is larger than all the other naval 
forces put together. 
It is true that Admiral Mount­ 
batten reports directly to Admiral 
Carney, USN, the commander-in- 
chief of Allied Forces in Southern 
Europe, just as does Admiral Cas- 
sary of the U.S. Fleet in the 
Mediterranean. But Admiral Car­ 
ney. in turn, reports to Gen. Ridg- 
way, supreme commander - in­ 
chief of Allied Forces in Europe. 
This Mediterranean line of com­ 
mand thus goes back first to an 
American naval officer and then to 
an American who is supreme com­ 
mander in Europe. 
This clumsy arrangement would 
not be tolerated one day if large- 
scale war brok e out but it is one 
way to bolster British prestige in 
the Mediterranean. If the British 
Labor party could only champion 
the cause of naval expansion so 
that Britain could again police its 
own waters, and the Mediterranean 
as well, the American people would 
be delighted to see their own budg­ 
etary expenses curtailed. 
So far as leadership in the world 
is concerned America would not 
be exercising it today if the sup­ 
posedly “mature” leadership of 
Great Britain under Sir Edward 
Gray in 1914, just before World 
War I started, and under Prime 
Minister Chamberlain in Munich 
in 1938, just before World War II, 
hadn’t faltered and developed a 
situation into which America has 
been twice plunged so as to save 
Europe. 
Mistak es in policy made by ex­ 
perienced 
diplomats 
so metimes 
breed situations w'hich the so-called 
“immature” nations find it neces­ 
sary to salvage with heavy losses 
of manpower and money. 
Those who mak e the biggest sac­ 
rifices must assume the responsi­ 
bility of leadership and this leader­ 
ship can succeed if our junior part­ 
ners in the alliance will only forget 
superiority complexes that grow 
out of past history and concentrate 
on mak ing the present-day alliance 
stong enough to convince Russia 
she cannot count on a split be­ 
tween Britain and America.

Businessmen Under The Guns 


The Eisenhower cabinet and sub-cabinet will 
comprise the most impressive concentration 
» of big-business k now-how ever brought to bear 
on an American problem. 
The problem is the “mess” in Washington. 
The cabinet and sub-cabinet will be the 
predominantly business-minded men and wo­ 
men who will accompany Gen. Eisenhower to 
Washington next month to run the first Re­ 
publican administration in 20 years. 
The persons already chosen, plus others 
to be added before inauguration day, represent 
the highest-paid group of private citizens who 
could be drafted for public service. 
The government, itself, could not hope to 
match their earnings in the enterprise system. 
Among them there is not a single case of 
hereditary wealth or influence. All are self- 
made success stories. 
It is as though Dwight Eisenhower. a self- 
made success story himself, had decided to 
answer half a generation of carping against 
free enterprise by Roosevelt-Truman spok es­ 
men with an exhibition of the potentialities 
of free enterprise. 
It is a bold move—bold because no one 
k nows better than men lik e Charles E. Wilson 
that government affairs are not the same 
as business affairs and that Washington prides 
Itself on what it can do to tycoons wTho 
try 
to run politics the way they run factories 
find bank s. 
Businessmen are being put under the guns. 
The role is not unfamiliar, but the stage and 
the circumstances are unfamiliar. This is not 
fi job of building materials of war, switching 
from military to civilian production, or beating 
business competition. This is the biggest job 
there is that no one has learned how to do 
fit a price which pleases the public—the gov­ 
ernment of the U. S. A. 
Politicians, 
professors, 
cronies, 
social 
work ers, creeping socialists and galloping Gus­ 
sies have tried their hands at it, without 
notable success. 
They have been criticized endlessly by busi­ 
nessmen, acting as chief spok esmen for the 
creato rs o f the wealth which yielded the taxes 
to pay the overhead and meet the deficits. 
And no w the businessmen are putting them­ 
selv es o n the spo t. Only the most naive of 
them co uld believ e the spot will be anything 
but red ho t

It has been a favorite saying of 
elder statesman Bernard Baruch 
that he always regrets to see the 
United States treated abroad as 
“an international fat boy.” H is 
meaning is clear. 
Our country seems to be regard­ 
ed as a soft touch by nations who 
should be most in need of our help. 
Too often the answer to our gen­ 
erosity is debt repudiation, default, 
and black mail. 
An excellent example of this at­ 
titude cropped up recently in the 
U.N. 
General 
Assembly’s 
Eco­ 
nomic and Financial Committee. 
A proposal was promoted by Bo­ 
livia and Iran which not only rec­ 
ommended the nationalization of 
resources in all countries, but 
would seek to deny to U.N. mem­ 
ber states the right to protest the 
seizure of properties of their citi­ 
zens abroad. 
In the course of the discussion of 
the Bolivia - Iran proposal, the 
United States brought up amend­ 
ments which were intended to re­ 
move emphasis on nationalization 
and to remind states of their duty 
to honor their obligations to re­ 
spect the investments and property 
of foreigners. Our proposal was 
rejected by a vote of 27 to 15. 
A whole list of countries ^yhich, 
under the Monroe Doctrine, we are 
pledged to protect with the lives of 
our men and our money went along 
on this vote, with Poland. Uk ranie, 
and the Soviet Union. 
In a recent speech in Washing­ 
ton. Max Ball asserted that in all 
but six of the oil-producing coun­ 
tries American companies faced 
changes in oil 
contracts. 
Some 
countries let foreign investors in 
on very friendly terms and then, 
after substantial property interests 
are involved, the squeeze begins. 
It is a clear case of extortion. 
After one country gets 
aw ay with 
this sort of thing, others follow 
suit, largely for domestic political 
reasons. 
And now during the cold war, 
when Americans get caught in 
these squeezes and appeal to our 
government, they meet the reluc­ 
tance of our government to do 
any­ 
thing to offend the extortioner be­ 
cause we need all our friends in 
the great play against Russia. 
Thus, our Point 4 program, which 
reek s of idealism, hardly gets start­ 
ed before Point 1 comes up. And 
Point 1 should be the duty of 
out country to protect the rights of 
our own citizens. 
There is every reason to expect 
that the new secretary of state will 
develop a firmer or at least a 
clearer policy toward these viola­ 
tions of American rights. 
John Foster Dulles is no novice 
in this field. His training goes back 
to his early life with his grand­ 
father. Jo hn W. Foster, who was 
secretary of state in 1893. The sec­ 
retary - designate has been an in­ 
ternational lawyer foj: many years 


and fully understands the point of 
view of business. 
We shall probably 
nev er rev ert 
to old-fashioned dollar diplomacy. 
But we shall certainly see a chang e 
from the loose policies of the past 
few years.

If the ownership of a newspa­ 
per is to be altogether without 
views, opinions and decisions, the 
editorial page should disappear al­ 
together. If the proprietors are to 
hold no views, why have a variety 
of newspapers? Why not have one 
newspaper, one press service for I 
the country supervised by the gov­ 
ernment? 
On the other hand, the reader 
had a right to expect Stevenson’s 
speeches covered as fully as Ei­ 
senhower’s. 
and 
they probably 
were. I have not made such a 
study as Mr. Werner has, but Ste­ 
venson, who was hardly k nown to 
most Americans prior to his nomi- 


paign, the columnists divided up 
and the newspapers were able to 
present both sides of this matter. 
It is a fallacy to assume that any 
judgment can be made of news­ 
paper coverage without due regard 
to the columnists. 
After any campaign, there are 
post mortems. As a Republican, 
I have lived through them for 20 
years. Most of them are wrong. 
Those of us who were opposed to 
Roosevelt and Truman used to ex­ 
plain our failures in many ways; 
yet, we never quite were willing to 
recognize the simple truth that the 
American people actually wanted 
Roosevelt and that nothing we said 
or proved changed their minds. 


IT MAY BE a discouraging ad­ 
mission for those who are so wise 
as we are, but the fact does stand 


that many Americans failed to vote 
during the Roosevelt years, was 
that many could not get them­ 
selves to vote for Roosevelt or 
against him.

O. UP — Oil 
prospectors believe a large pool of 
“black gold’ may lie beneath the 
hills of Jack son Twp. in Knox 
County . 
In the past 12 months the drillers 
have discovered 60 wells out of 
72 tries. Thirteen cf the wells also 
produced natural gas. 
The largest well let go 300 bar­ 
rels the first day It stands on a 
small, old schoolhouse site owned 
by Walter Hess. 
At the peak of the season 25 
companies were drilling simultan­ 
eously . They employ ed 20 men 
and competition is k een. In the 
Bladensburg area two companies 
have wells less than 60 feet apart. 
The oil bearing soil, Clinton 
sand, lies about 2.900 feet below 
ground and is overlay ed by 900 feet 
of limestone.
